This 
hindered, for example, the serious negotiations between 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration scien- 
tists and the Soviets on the Apollo-Soyuz joint mission 
inJ9?5. 

Many of the approximately 6,000 employes of Pratt 
& Whitney In Palm Beach County knew me only as the 
engineer whose desk was piled high with technical 
journals and who often vacationed abroad with his wife.
